Hotpinc that it is the duty of corporations to throw 
every safeguard around their employes for their pro- 
tection from personal injury and that when such safe-

ents, as it points out a line of defense which is in- 
efttective. 

The case involved two patents granted to a German 
upon the same invention, a process of manufactur- 
ing thin imitation stone slabs or tiles. An exclusive 
license in England was held by a Belgian company. 
It was admitted that the process had been carried on 
exclusively outside of the United Kingdom, but in de- 
fense it was stated that the company’s factory in Bel- 
gium was sufficient to deal with the whole of its trade 
in England and elsewhere, and that the articles could 
not be produced as cheaply in Great Britain as abroad, 
owing to the higher cost of labor and materials. It 
was also stated that the company had advertised in 
British trade journals that the owners were willing to 
dispose of the patents or to enter into a working ar- 
rangement with firms in Great Britain likely to be 
interested in the process, and had communicated with 
various British firms for the purpose of granting 
licenses under the patents or of selling the latter, but 
that no offer had been received in response. The de- 
cision of the British comptroller-general of patents is 
quoted as follows: 

The comptrolier-general, in his decision, stated that in 
determining the question at issue ,regard must be had not 
only to the interests of the patentees, but also to those of the 
public, and that the mere fact that it would be more profit- 
able or convenient to a patentee to manufacture abroad than 
in this country could not be regarded as satisfactory reason 
for not taking the necessary steps for introducing the manu- 
facture into this country. The patentees had taken advan- 
tage of their monopoly of sale, but had not availed them- 
selves of their monopoly of manufacture, and, on the evi- 
dence, he could find no good ground for coming to the con- 
clusion that there was any inherent reason why the patented 
process should not be carried on commercially in this coun- 
try. It appeared that there was little, if any, difference in 
the prices at home and abroad of the materials used or in 
the facilities for obtaining them, and if the reason that wages 
were lower in other countries than in England was an in- 
superable bar to the introduction of the industry to this coun- 
try it was difficult to understand how many industries which 
were carried on successfully in the United Kingdom continued 
to be carried on. As to the question of the advertisements 
and offers to sell the patent rights, he could not regard the 
fact that no answers were received as a satisfactory reason 
for not manufacturing in this country. 

It seemed impossible to hold that a patentee could relieve 
himself of the duty of manufacturing in this country by the 
mere insertion at any time of a few advertisements and the 
sending around to manufacturers of a few circulars to which 
no replies were received. The advertisements and offers in 
this case were of the vaguest description, and gave no intima- 
tion of the terms on which the owners of the patents were 
prepared to treat beyond the statement that such terms would 
be reasonable. Dealing with a suggestion that patentees who 
had taken out their patents before the passing of the act 
should be treated with greater leniency than those who had 
since taken out patents, the comptroller-general pointed out 
that a year of grace had already been allowed under the 
act, and said that he could find nothing in the act which 
would justify him in lengthening it. 

It had been contended by counsel for the patentees that 
the object of the section being merely to bring about the 
establishment of new industries in this country a patent might 
not be revoked under it unless it could be shown that the revo- 
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cation would lead to the establishment of such new industries. 
In the present instance, if the patents were revoked it seemed 
to him impossible to say that a new industry would not be 
established in this country, where no royalties would be pay- 
able in respect of the carrying on of the process, but even 
if no such industry was started here their revocation would 
undoubtedly have one beneficial result, for it would free the 
trade in the patented article and enable French and German 
manufacturers to import it freely into this country, the effect 
of which might very possiblv be to reduce its price and, 
whilst in no way preventing its importation from the Bel- 
gian factory, give purchasers an opportunity of selecting 
for themselves between the articles manufactured there and 
at other foreign factories. 

He had always regarded the object of the section as be- 
ing to put a check on the practice, which was alleged to pre- 
vail very extensively, of taking out and maintaining patents 
in this country, not with any intention of working them here, 
but with the object of preventing the patented articles from 
being manufactured here and from being imported by any 
other parties than the patentees. If, on the evidence which 
had been submitted in this case, the two patents in question 
might not be revoked, he found it very difficult to imagine 
any case in which a patent could be revoked under the sec- 
tion. He could not see that any advantage would result 
from postponing the revocation for a further interval. If 
he were to allow any further opportunity to the patentees 
to comply with the requirements of the law, he would be 
establishing a precedent the practical result of which would 
be to encourage patentees to defer compliance with the re- 
quirements of the section until applications were made to 
revoke their patents. 

Moreover, if it were true, as had been urged on behalf 
of the patentees, that they could not afford to work the 
patented process in this country, and that if they did they 
must raise the price to the consumer, it would be no real 
kindness either to them or to the public to delay the revoca- 
tion of the patents. If the patents were revoked forthwith, 
as it appeared to him they should be, it was by no means 
improbable that some one else might undertake the working 
of the patented process in this country; but, whether or not 
such a person could be found, the trade would be freed and 
liberty given to import the patented article, not only from 
Belgium, but also from France and Germany and any other 
country in which it may be produced. He therefore ordered. 
subject to an appeal to the court, that both patents be re- 
voked forthwith and that the patentees pay to the applicant 
in respect of the costs of his applications the sum of 45 
guineas ($229.94). 

The British patent law is proving to be more in- 
exorable than was anticipated when it was first en- 
acted. It was thought that there was a loophole in 
the act covered by the words “to an adequate extent,” 
and that it could be taken advantage of by foreign 
holders of British patents, who, instead of being com- 
pelled to manufacture the patented article in Great 
Britain, might, within the provisions of the act, manu- 
facture the parts outside of Great Britain and assem- 
ble them in that country. It is now understood that 
there is no possible way of “getting around” the law, 
and that in order to comply with it the patented article 
must be manufactured in the United Kingdom. 

It is high time that the United States adopted leg- 
islation along lines similar to that obtaining in Great 
Britain and other European countries. Our indus- 
tries demand the passage of laws on the patent ques- 
tion that will give them the protection that they are 
so badly in need of. The fight for it should be waged 
without cessation. Until this country takes steps to 
protect its industries in this way, foreign countries, 
which have already undertaken to foster their. indus- 
trial. enterprises, can scarcely be censured for calling

The plant of the Paxter Stove Co. at Mansfield, ©O.., 
resumed operations on January 18 after a protracted 
shut-down. A full force of men is now employed in 
all the departments. 

At a meeting of The Foster Stove Co. of Ironton, 
Ohio, held on January 20, these officers were elected : 
President and general manager, H. A. Marting; vice- 
president, A. Clark Lowry; secretary-treasurer, W. 
H. Foster; assistant general manager, C. A. Marting. 

The Great Western Stove Co. at Leavenworth, Kas., 
has resumed operations after a shut-down of several 
weeks for the purpose of taking inventory and making 
repairs. The concern kept a full force of workmen 
employed throughout practically the whole of the year 
1908. 


\fter an idleness of 30 days the plant of the Woods- 
Evertz Stove Co. at Springfield, Mo., resumed opera- 
tions on January 19. The shut-down was for the pur- 
pose of installing new equipment, increasing the 
capacity of the foundry more than one-half and fur- 
nishing employment for 25 additional molders. The 
line now manufactured consists of three cast ranges, 
three cast cook stoves, two steel ranges, two steel cook 
stoves and a number of heaters. The company is 
capitalized at $130,000. 

Krank P. Glazier, formerly state treasurer of 
Michigan and president of the Glazier Stove Co. at 
Chelsea, Mich., was found guilty on January 27 by a 
jury in Judge Wiest’s court at Lansing, Mich., of mis- 
appropriating $685,000 of the state's funds. The 
charge was converting state funds to the use of the 
Chelsea Savings Bank, of which he was president 
and the largest stockholder. He is liable to fourteen 
years’ imprisonment. Judge Wiest gave defendant’s 
counsel until March 8 to file a bill of exceptions so 
that the case may be reviewed by the Supreme Court. 

At the annual meeting of The Union Stove Works 
held at Peekskill, N. Y., on January 26, resolutions 
were offered and adopted regretting the fact that 
Uriah Hill, Jr., president of the company, had ex- 
pressed the wish that his name be not presented for 
re-nomination as president or as a director of the con- 
cern. Mr. Hill will no longer be its official head. He 
had been president of The Union Stove Works from 
the beginning of its corporate existence, forty-two 
years ago, and had before and since its incorporation 
served the concern, almost without interruption, for 
over sixty-six years. 

The January issue of “Graphite,” the attractive little 
monthly periodical of the Joseph Dixon Crucible Co., 
Jersey City, N. J., contains these features: A lengthy

THE “CLERMONT” BASE-BURNER. 


The Gem City Stove Co., 500 Linden Ave., Day- 
ton, Ohio, report that their “Clermont’’ base-burner is 
achieving wide popularity. They state that every plate 
in this st6ve that comes into contact with the products 
of combustion is made to radiate its heat either into 
the room or into the air-flue. In the “Clermont” base- 
burner the air-warming flue is situated in front of the 
smoke-flues, directly back of the fire-pot, and the fire- 
bowl and fire-back, the hottest plates in the stove, radi- 
ate into the air-warming flue and not into the smoke- 
flues. The “Clermont” warm-air flue extends the 
whole width of the stove. The products of combustion 
are made to travel forward, then to the center, then to 
the rear and up the return flue.

he pension system adopted will not constitute a 
tax upon the workers in the concern’s employ in Chi- 
cago, New York, St. Louis, Minneapolis, Baltimore, 
Dallas, Omaha, San Francisco and Seattle, as it will 
be maintained wholly at the expense of the stockhold 
ers. Its benefits will flow equally to men and women 
who have complied with the conditions specified 

The annual payment to each pensioner of the con- 
cern will be “1 per cent for each year of active ser- 
vice on the average annual salary during the five years 
preceding retirement,” providing that no annual pen- 
sion shall exceed $1,000. If the pension should fall 
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below $300 a year the board of directors may at its 
discretion increase the sum to that amount. It is to 
be paid monthly as long as the recipients are deemed 
worthy of such bounty, but may be discontinued if 
they are found to be assigning it in advance. 

The age of retirement is fixed at 60 years. Any em- 
ploye who has served the firm for a period of twenty 
vears and who has reached the age of retirement may 
pon request be placed upon the pension list. After 
twenty years of service an employe who is not sixty 
vears of age, but who is afflicted with continual ill 
health may, upon the recommendation of the pension 
committee, enjoy similar privileges. 

The pension fund will be administered by a board 
of three, designated as the “pension committee,”’ one 
of whom serves for one year, one for two, and the 
third for three years. This committee will be em- 
powered to pass upon all applications and to make 


recommendations to the board of trustees.

A COMPLIMENTARY LETTER FROM SECRE- 
TARY FERGUSON. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

As Secretary of the Federal Furnace League, I wish to 
compliment you on the way you have called the attention of 
the public to the mis-statement of facts, as made by Mr. Sam- 
uel Hopkins Adams in his article, “Burnt Money,” which 
appeared in the January issue of Everybody's Magazine, 
where he states that the Collinwood schoolhouse at Collin- 
wood, Ohio, was destroyed by fire on March 4, 1908, by 
reason of the improper installation of a warm-air furnace. 

Your editorial of January 16, in which you correct his 
statement, is absolutely corroborated by the extract of the 
report of H. T. Brockman, assistant fire marshal of Ohio, 
published in your issue of January 23. The report states that 
the schoolhouse was heated by a low-pressure cast-iron botler, 
so that the warm-air furnace had nothing to do with the 
catastrophe. 

If manufacturers of furnaces or dealers and installers of 
same will refer statesments such as made by Mr. Adams to 
the Secretary of the Federal Furnace League, he will see that 





the facts of the matter are brought to the attention of the 
public, in order that the warm-air furnace will not be mis- 
represented by the circulation of false statements.

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THE WORD “TON” OUGHT TO MEAN 
SOMETHING. 


Nothing in our heterogeneous system (so to call it) 
of weights and measures is more absurd than the 
variety of values that are given to the ton. Says 
Castings: 

“Great confusion exists in the use of the word 
‘ton.’ The unqualified term may mean the short ton 
(the net ton) of 2,000 pounds, the long ton, gross ton 
or English ton of 2,240 pounds, the gross ore ton of 
2,688 pounds, the miner’s ton of 2,500 to 3,000 pounds, 
the displacement ton of 35 cubic feet, the timber ton 
of 42 cubic feet, the shipping ton of 40 cubic feet, 
and a register ton of 100 cubic feet more or less. 
Easily it is seen that statistics covering more than one 
state or one industry are difficult to obtain in accurate 
shape owing to this variation in values.” 

Some departments now employ one denomination 
and some use the other. There is at least one instance 
where a department has both. The United States 
Geological Survey uses both the net and the gross 
ton, the net ton for bituminous coal and the gross ton 
for anthracite. In the early census statistics the gross 
ton was used, but in the past few decades the net ton 
has been chosen, though there was even a variation of 
this when in 1900 there was a return to the gross ton.

This method can be applied to any circular pediment 
of any shaped profile, the circle molding, as here 
shown, to be made by machine.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Buying of hardware is somewhat of a hand-to- 
mouth character, consumers showing little inclination 
to anticipate future needs. Inquiries are only moder- 
ate and give no evidence that there is anything like a 
good buying movement likely within the next week or 
two, unless there is a radical change in underlying con- 
ditions. Owing to hesitancy in the wholesale trade, 
prices have been rather irregular. The tariff agita- 
tion is the most unsettling factor tending to make 
consumers cautious and to wait until the last moment 
before making commitments. Owing to the decline in 
the copper metal prices, a hesitating feeling is notice- 
able among buyers of copper hardware, and, naturally, 
this is reflected in the brass trade. The demand for 
wire nails is fairly heavy, but cut nails are quiet. 
There is not much doing in barb and plain wire. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill is $1.95 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full car 
loads, $2.10 at the mill for less than car loads and 
$2.40 out-of store. The base price of cut nails at the 
mill is $1.80 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.85 for 
full car loads at the mill, $1.95 for less than car loads 
at the mill and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car load lots, $2.18; re- 
tailers’ car load lots, $2.25; painted barb wire, job- 
bers’ car load lots, $2.28; retailers’ car load lots, $2.33, 
with 30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers 
in car lots, $1.98, and to retailers in car load lots, 
$2.03. 

Tubular lanterns are now 50 cents a dozen cheaper 
than they were last year. 


TIN PLATE. 


While the independent tin plate manufacturers in 
the Pittsburg district are operating to capacity, the 
American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. is working 160 of its 
mills, or 75 per cent. The tin plate manufacturers 
have orders enough to carry them through the first 
quarter and specifications against these orders have 
been placed ahead, so as to maintain the present num- 
ber of mills in operation. The tin plate market is firm 
at $3.70 for 100-pound cokes, less five cents rebate.

Independent Pittsburg sheet mills are reported to be 
cutting prices and landing business. The leading in- 
terest maintains its quotations at $2.50 for black and

reported to be cutting these prices $2 a ton. The 
American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. discontinued operat- 
ing four of its mills at Piqua, Ohio, and eight at Van- 
dergrift, Pa., and the number of mills in operation 
was reduced to 101 for the week.

COPPER. 


There is no improvement noted in the demand for 
ingot copper. The market continues very quiet, and 
with the exception of some small second-hand sales, 
trade appears to be at a standstill. The larger pro- 
ducers are out of the market, but it is only fair to say 
that large consumers are also showing a great deal of 
indifference in regard to future supplies. Whether 
this results from a belief that prices will shortly go to 
a materially lower point or from an absolute lack of 
consumptive necessity, is not clear. Attention is called 
to the fact that the disparity between the New York 
and London markets has grown so great that last week 
cathodes could be bought in London out of storehouse 
and be delivered in New York at 13% cents, consider- 
ably less than same material could be bought for on 
this side. Some of the large producers are well sold 
ahead, but others have not taken any orders for de- 
livery after February. Production is still going on 
at a large figure, most of the larger producers believ- 
ing that later, all the copper that can be made will 
be required. Some of the small mines are reported to 
have already been shut down, and it is rumored that 
a very considerable curtailment in production is being 
contemplated by the larger producers in the West and 
Southwest. The market for sheet copper is steady 
and unchanged, the base price being 19 cents. Yellow 
metal is firm, the quotations being 18 cents for dimen- 
sions, 16 cents for sheathing and sheathing nails, 17 
cents for slating nails and 18 cents for keel and stem 
metal.

Spelter is fairly active, with prices steady in the lo- 
cal market, though some orders have been placed in 
both New York and St. Louis at a fractional decline.

Trade conditions are disappointing, demand having 
failed to come up to expectations.

This grade of coke is being quoted at $2.25 for 
delivery in the first part of the year, while deliveries 
in the last half of the year are now being negotiated 
upon a basis of $2.50@z2.60. Furnace coke is dull and 
prices are steady at $1.60@1.7o. 


ALUMINUM. 

The market is unchanged and featureless, with 
prices holding firm. No. 1 ingots for remelting are of- 
fered at 24 cents per pound, in ton lots, and No. 2 in- 
gots at 23@25 cents in car lots for go per cent pure. 
Rods and wire are being held at 32 cents a pound in 
ton lots, and sheets at 34 cents a pound in ton lots. 


IRON BARS. 

Many good inquiries are in the market, but owing 
to the fact that iron bar makers are unwilling to meet 
the views of buyers many good contracts for future 
delivery Are held up. The immediate demand is rath- 
er light owing to the inventory season, but conditions 
at the eastern mills from an operating standpoint are 
much better than they have been. 

The demand for iron bars has fallen off a little from 
that at the end of last week. Inquiry, however, is a 
little better, this being particularly true of the rail- 
roads, which fact constitutes the best feature of the 
market. Actual sales are small. Prices are firm at 
$1.56(@1.60 for best refined bars and $1.45@1.50 for 
the ordinary. | 





PIG IRON. 


While there has been no increase of activity in the 
pig iron market, and in fact there is even a more quiet 
tone than previously noted, there does not appear to 
be any great amount of anxiety over the situation. 
The foundry men report trade generally quiet, but as 
a rule they are accepting deliveries in a very satisfac- 
tory way, with only now and then some buyer who 
overestimated his possible needs asking for delay in 
shipments. There is a quiet tone prevailing in all mar- 
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kets, the principal business of late having been done by 
the pipe makers, who have bought some large blocks 
of southern iron since the first of the year. The pro- 
duction is still moderate, though the January daily 
output has been larger than in any month for over a 
year. It is a matter of encouragement to the whole 
trade that the dullness which has prevailed for so 
many weeks has had so little effect upon values. . Even 
now, with some of the northern furnaces stacking iron, 
there does not appear to be any disposition to make 
concessions on contracts for future delivery. It is 
possible that a proposition to take a good-sized block 
of spot iron would lead some of the larger furnaces 
to shade prices a fraction, but there is apparently as 
firm a belief in a better trade later in the year as there 
has been since last summer. Quotations are nominally 
unchanged, and, with the exception noted above, buy- 
ers are finding it impossible to force the furnaces to 
accept any lower prices. Alabama iron is still nomi- 
nally quoted at $13@13.50 ton, f. o. b. Birmingham, 
though possibly there is a little stronger tendency to- 
ward the lower range than has been previously noted. 
Virginia iron is firm and Pennsylvania iron is also 


steady.
